We  plan  to 
honor  member  #1000  with  a complete  set  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Soc- 
iety Journals,  a free  year's  membership,  our  first  bronze  medal  and 
our  present  bronze  medal. 

Through  a generous  contribution  from  Donald  M.  Miller  TAMS  i^nn 
author  of  "A  Catalogue  of  U.S.  Store  Cards  or  Merchants  Tokens,"' 
and  long  a collector  of  these  tokens,  we  are  henceforth  awarding  a 
medal  to  the  person  who  exhibits  the  best  display  of  U.S.  merchant 
tokens  at  an  ANA  convention.  This  award  will  be  given  at  our  annual 
banquet  each  year  in  Mr.  Miller's  name,  the  donor,  to  further  the 
study  and  collection  of  this  important  series  of  numismatics  which 
is  one  of  our  own  specialties. 
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Through  the  generosity  of  the  Medallic  Art  Company  of  New  York  and 
its  president,  William  T.  Louth,  TAMS  #187,  the  society  henceforth 
will  be  awarding  an  original  medal  made  by  this  outstanding  company 
to  a TAMS  member  who  has  contributed  the  most  to  the  society.  Al- 
though the  details  of  this  presentation  have  not  been  finalized, 
this  award  will  probably  take  the  form  of  a medal  of  merit. 

The  Token  and  Medal  Society  is  most  grateful  to  Donald  Miller  and 
William  Louth  for  their  outstanding  generosity  to  further  promote 
our  society  aims.  With  such  a whirlwind  start  as  this,  how  can  we 
help  but  have  our  most  successful  year? 

The  Wright  reprint  which  we  have  sponsored  has  already  netted  the 
society  a profit  of  over  $500.  We  are  anticipating  our  second  re- 
print in  the  next  two  or  three  months  and  you  will  be  seeing  pub- 
licity on  this  soon.  This  is  an  important  contribution  not  only  to 
you  members  but  to  the  whole  numismatic  fraternity  by  making  these 
out-of-print  books  available.  You  may  be  justly  proud  of  this  fine 
contribution  of  our  society. 

A literary  committee  has  already  been  appointed  to  choose  the  two 
outstanding  contributions  to  our  Journal  for  the  year  and  a TAMS 
silver  and  bronze  medal  will  be  awarded  at  our  annual  banquet  each 
year . 

In  addition  to  the  collection  taken  at  our  banquet  in  Cleveland  for 
the  ANA  Home  and  Headquarters  Drive,  the  new  board  voted  to  make  our 
total  contribution  to  this  worthwhile  project  the  sum  of  $100.

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GENERAL  MEMBERSHIP  ANNUAL  MEETING 

(Minutes  of  the  meeting  of  the  general  membership  of  the  Token  and 
Medal  Society,  held  at  2:15  p.m.,  Friday,  August  21,  1964,  at  the 
Shera t on-Cleveland  Hotel  in  Cleveland,  Ohio.) 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  2:15  p.m.  by  the  President,  Paul 
Hamm.  Each  person  attending  was  then  asked  to  introduce  himself  and 
state  what  part  of  the  country  from  which  he  came.  A complete  list 
of  the  72  persons  attending  this  meeting  is  attached  to,  and  made  a 
part  of,  these  minutes. 

President  Hamm  then  discussed  the  activities  of  TAMS  during  the  past 
year,  outlining  its  growth,  the  new  look  of  the  Journal,  the  re-print 
of  Wright's  well-known  book,  and  the  work  done  by  the  committee  on  a 
Code  of  Ethics  and  by  the  Committee  on  Evaluations.  He  expressed  his 
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pleasure  at  the  accomplishments  of  the  Society  during  the  1963-64 
year  and  faith  in  the  future  strength  and  growth  of  TAMS. 

Minutes  of  the  annual  meeting  of  the  general  membership,  held  Aug- 
ust 8,  1963,  in  Denver,  Colo.,  were  read  and  approved  without  change. 

Secretary  William  B.  Spilman  reported  a total  of  936  membership  num- 
bers issued  since  the  Society's  inception  in  I960,  of  which  758  are 
still  active.  He  reported  133  new  members  since  the  1963  convention. 
He  further  reported  that  there  had  been  16  resignations  and  2 deaths 
since  the  last  convention.  Complete  list  of  these  new  members,  res- 
ignations, and  deceased  members  is  attached  to,  and  made  a part  of, 
these  minutes.  In  reporting  on  sales  of  the  1961  Atlanta  convention 
medal,  the  Secretary  noted  that  the  eight  silver  medals  unsold  prior 
to  the  1963  meeting,  were  sold  out  before  the  meeting  ended.  Of  51 
bronze  medals  unsold  at  the  1963  convention,  23  had  been  sold  and  28 
remained.  Complete  list  of  purchasers  is  attached  to,  and  made  a part 
of,  these  minutes. 

Treasurer  George  D.  Hatie  gave  his  report,  showing  that  TAMS  had 
$2,172.81  in  the  bank,  on  August  15t  1964.  His  complete  report,  which 
is  attached  to  the  minutes  of  the  Board  of  Governors  minutes,  shows, 
in  brief,  receipts  of  $4,822.95  and  disbursements  of  $2,650.14. 

Awards  Committee  Chairman  Virginia  Culver  presented  Certificates  of 
Appreciation  to  Coin  World  and  Numismatic  News  for  their  generous 
publicity  given  TAMS  throughout  the  year;  for  regular  contributions 
of  the  highest  caliber  to  the  TAMS  Journal,  certificates  were  pre- 
sented George  Fuld,  Clifford  Mishler,  and  Arlie  Slabaugh;  and  for 
assistance  above  and  beyond  the  call  of  duty  in  work  preparing  the 
Wright  re-print,  certificates  were  presented  Alfred  D.  Hoch,  Ralph 
A.  (Curly)  Mitchell,  and  Russell  Rulau.  For  assistance  in  preliminary 
convention  plans,  a certificate  went  to  Robert  McNamara.  Mrs.  Culver 
further  noted  that  the  Past  President's  medal,  and  Past  Editor's 
medal  would  be  presented  to  Paul  Hamm  and  Alfred  Hoch,  respectively, 
at  the  Society's  second  annual  social  affair  that  night. 

A1  Hoch  gave  his  Editor's  report,  outlining  the  innovations  intro- 
duced in  the  TAMS  Journal  during  the  year,  such  as  saddle-stitching, 
better  quality  paper,  elimination  of  the  "serial  story"  type  article, 
more  pages,  etc.  Mr.  Hoch's  reprot  concluded  with  the  statement  that 
he  regretted  "that  non-numismatic  reasons"  prevented  his  continuation. 

President  Paul  Hamm  then  introduced  Clifford  Mishler  as  the  new 
Editor  of  the  Journal  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society. 

The  President  introduced  a distinguished  visitor,  Paul  Vincze,  the 
noted  medallist  of  England  who  spoke  briefly. 

Virginia  Culver,  chairman  of  the  re-print  committee,  reported  that 
600  copies  of  the  Wright  re-print  had  been  published,  with  less  than 
100  remaining  to  be  sold.  She  noted  a profit,  to  TAMS,  of  $451.62  so 
far  on  this  work. 

Clifford  Mishler,  in  charge  of  procuring  a 1964  convention  medal. 
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reported  success.  500  bronze  medals,  commemorating  the  1964  TAMS 
meeting  have  been  struck,  and  orders  for  these  and  companion  silver 
medals  will  be  accepted  through  Dec.  31,  1964.  Price  of  the  bronze 
medal  is  $1  each  and  the  silver,  $3.75*  However,  bought  as  a pair, 
the  two  can  be  ordered  for  $4.50  from  Mr.  Mishler.  No  orders  for 
silver  medals  will  be  accepted  after  Dec.  31,  1964,  and  only  the 
number  of  wilver  medals  ordered,  will  be  struck.  When  the  500  bronze 
medals  have  been  sold,  no  more  will  be  struck. 

President  Hamm  reported  that,  during  the  earlier  meeting  of  the 
Board  of  Governors,  Virginia  Culver  had  been  elected  as  President 
for  the  1964-65  year;  William  B.  Spilman  was  elected  1st  Vice  Pres- 
ident; and  Ralph  A.  Mitchell  2nd  Vice  President. 

In  reporting  further  on  the  Board  meeting.  President  Hamm  noted  that 
the  Society  plans  to  prepare  a list  of  all  members  ' collecting  spe- 
cialties, in  order  that  those  with  similar  interests  might  more 
easily  pursue  their  hobby.  This  will  be  coordinated  by  the  Secre- 
tary. This  list  is  to  be  published  in  the  Journal  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable after  it  is  completed. 

Virginia  Culver  reported  that  10  resolutions  involving  awards,  edit- 
ors remuneration,  collection  of  dues,  and  changes  in  the  by-laws, 
had  been  approved  by  the  Board  in  its  earlier  meeting.  Complete  copy 
of  these  resolutions  has  been  made  a part  of  the  Board  minutes. 

President  Hamm  reported  that  during  the  Board  meeting  a new  Code  of 
Ethics  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Board.  The  Code,  generally, 
looks  with  disfavor  on  unmarked  copies,  replicas,  re-strikes,  etc., 
of  numismatic  or  exonumistic  items.  Copy  of  the  new  Code  has  been 
made  a part  of  the  Board  minutes,  and  published  in  Volume  IV,  Number 
4,  of  the  Journal  of  the  Token  and  Medal  Society. 

Ethel  Stone,  reporting  for  the  Nominating  Committee,  suggested  the 
following  six  members  for  two-year  terms  on  the  Board  of  Governors; 
George  Fuld,  Robert  McNamara,  Robert  Johnson,  Lew  Panosh,  Arlie 
Slabaugh,  and  Ben  Odesser.  There  being  no  further  nominations  from 
the  floor,  the  President  directed  the  Secretary  to  cast  a unanimous 
ballot  for  the  six. 

Still  with  one  year  to  serve,  and  therefore  not  up  for  re-election 
were;  Virginia  Culver,  Alva  Christensen,  Charles  Lipsky,  Ralph  A. 
Mitchell,  and  Max  M.  Schwartz.  As  immediate  past  president,  Paul 
Hamm  will  serve  as  an  ex-officio  member. 

George  Hatie  reminded  all  members  and  guests  of  the  2nd  annual  TAMS 
social  get-together  and  dinner  that  night,  to  which,  he  reported, 
over  70  tickets  already  had  been  sold. 

George  Fuld  reported  locating  nine  issues  of  the  scarce  Volume  I, 
Number  1,  of  the  TAMS  Journal,  which  he  turned  over  to  the  Secretary 
for  sale.  These  are  available  at  $5  on  a first-come,  first-served 
basis.  All  were  sold  before  the  meeting  ended. 

The  meeting  was  then  turned  over  to  the  incoming  President,  Virginia 
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Culver.  In  looking  to  the  year  ahead,  Mrs.  Culver  urged  members  with 
suggestions  on  any  phase  of  Society  business  to  let  their  ideas  be 
known.  In  asking  for  this  continued  cooperation  of  members  for  the 
betterment  of  TAMS,  the  new  President  said  she  looked  forward  to 
TAMS'  biggest  year,  as  each  succeeding  year  has  been,  since  the 
Society's  inception  in  I960.  Mrs.  Culver  concluded  her  remarks  by 
saying  that  she  was  flattered  to  have  been  chosen  President  of  this 
active,  growing  organization  and  that  she  would  do  all  she  could  to 
continue  the  success  of  TAMS. 

Mrs.  Culver  then  entertained  a motion  for  adjournment  from  John 
Kelley,  seconded  by  Lucy  Kelley.  Meeting  was  accordingly  adjourned 
until  August  of  1965  in  Houston,  Texas.

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A TAMS  Code  of  Ethics  - 
REPRODUCTIONS 

- PREFACE  - 

What  one  person  can  do,  another  may  likewise  be  able  to  do.  Paris 
fashions,  paintings  and  other  objects  d’art  have  all  been  imitated. 
Our  concern  is  the  field  of  numismatics,  wherein  coins,  tokens,  med- 
als and  paper  money  likewise  have  been  copied 

Many  of  these  reproductions  have  historical  significance  through 
their  association  with  well  known  numismatists  of  the  past  or  in 
other  ways,  and  are  considered  collectible  within  the  limits  pre- 
scribed herein.  Still  other  reproductions  have  no  historical  or 
other  significance,  other  than  that  of  providing  a profit  for  the 
manufacturer.  They  are  to  be  condemned;  however,  are  still  collect- 
ible, although  the  collector  is  warned  that  mediocre  copies  are  un- 
likely to  be  advanced  by  the  passage  of  time  in  either  value  or 
interest . 


- A GENERAL  RULE  - 

Exact  or  similar  copies  of  coins,  tokens  or  paper  money  no  longer 
legal  tender,  or  of  medals  and  other  numismatic  items  made  with  one 
or  more  original  dies  or  copies  of  such  dies,  whether  they  are  die 
struck,  casts,  electrotypes,  spark  erosion  copies,  printed,  or  re- 
produced by  other  means,  the  result  of  which  closely  resembles  the 
original  specimens,  are  recognized  as  existing. 

Many  of  these  have  numismatic  interest  or  significance  in  their  own 
right  and  their  purchase,  sale  and  exchange  between  dealers  and  col- 
lectors, and  the  collecting  thereof,  is  considered  an  acceptable 
practice  providing  that  the  word  COPY,  REPLICA  or  RESTRIKE  is  clearly 
and  deeply  incused  on  their  edges  or  in  their  fields,  and  that  they 
are  not  misrepresented  as  genuine  specimens  of  the  originals. 


- COPIES  SHOULD  BE  DISTINGUISHABLE  - 

Copies  made  prior  to  and  including  1950  are  recognized  de  facto, 
since  it  is  hardly  feasible  to  have  all  existing  copies  stamped  with 
a distinguishing  mark.  (Provided,  as  previously  stated,  that  copies 
are  correctly  described  as  such,  particularly  the  more  dangerous 
ones  such  as  the  Bar  Cent  copies,  etc.) 

Copies  of  coins,  medals,  tokens,  paper  money  or  other  numismatic 
items  that  may  be  made  presently  or  in  the  future  (except  counter- 
feits which  are  illegal)  should  bear  somewhere  upon  them  lettering 
that  is  clearly  understood  and  which  will  make  it  obvious  that  the 
same  is  a copy.  Failing  this,  it  is  to  be  considered  that  the  pres- 
ent or  future  maker  intends  deceit  and  may  be  considered  subject  to 
the  penalties  provided  herein. 
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Warning  is  given  that  the  aforementioned  specimens  are  not  to  have 
the  advertising  or  other  distinguishing  marking  removed  in  order  to 
make  same  appear  to  be  an  original  or  genuine  specimen.  Or,  in  the 
case  of  some  examples  of  earlier  specimens  (such  as  Idler's  Lord 
Baltimore  Cent)  which  have  already  had  the  advertising  removed  in 
order  to  more  closely  imitate  the  original,  such  specimens  are  not 
to  be  presented  as  originals. 


- COUNTERFEITS  - 


Counterfeits  come  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  Government.  Counterfeits  of  current  coins  and  paper  money  gen- 
erally are  considered  as  having  been  made  to  pass  in  general  circu- 
lation at  face  value  rather  than  having  been  made  to  sell  to  collec- 
tors. However,  there  have  been  made,  by  various  means,  fake  specimens 
of  U.S.  coins  and  other  numismatic  items,  which  are  still  legal  ten- 
der, especially  for  sale  to  collectors.  These  also  are  subject  to 
penalties  of  the  U.S.  Government.  Likewise,  alterations  of  current 
coins  to  deceive  collectors  are  now  covered  by  U.S.  laws. 
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- FANTASY  PIECES  - 

There  are  a number  of  fantasy  coins  and  paper  money,  political  scrip, 
etc.,  some  of  which  have  considerable  interest.  So  long  as  an  item 
is  described  as  to  its  true  nature,  it  does  not  conflict  with  this 
Code  of  Ethics. 


- PENALTIES  - 


Anyone  offering  or  selling  a restrike,  copy  or  fantasy  numismatic 
item  must  correctly  describe  it  as  such  and  not  as  genuine  or  orig- 
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inal.  To  deceive  is  to  defraud. 

Not  only  is  the  seller  subject  to  the  penalties  of  law  pursuant  to 
such  cases,  but  from  a numismatic  standpoint,  a dealer  or  collector 
guilty  of  selling  copies,  restrikes  or  replicas  as  genuine  originals 
when  in  fact  they  are  not,  is  subject  to  denial  of  privileges  within 
the  numismatic  society,  whether  or  not  a member;  is  subject  to  re- 
fusal of  membership;  is  subject  to  denial  of  bourse  and/or  auction 
privileges;  is  subject  to  suspension  or  expulsion  as  a member,  de- 
pending upon  the  seriousness  or  repetition  of  the  offense;  or  to 
such  other  course  as  the  officers  of  this  or  other  concerned  numis- 
matic society  may  decide  upon,  within  the  limitations  of  law. 


- CONCLUSION  - 

It  is  the  practical  intent  of  this  Code  to  realize  that  if  we  con- 
demned and  proscribed  the  destruction  of  all  copies,  it  would  harm 
no  one  except  the  collector  of  advertising  tokens  and  cards,  game 
counters,  political  items,  etc.  Copies  would  continue  to  be  made  in 
secret  which  would  deceive  the  collector.  It  therefore  is  felt  best 
to  recognize  their  existence,  for  the  problem  lies  not  so  much  in 
the  reproduction  itself,  whether  or  not  intended  as  a copy,  as  in 
their  occasional  sale  as  originals.  Through  their  open  recognition 
and  their  sale  as  such,  under  the  rules  prescribed  herein,  a more 
healthy  situation  should  result,  both  in  the  confidence  of  buyer  and 
seller,  and  in  the  collecting  of  various  specimens,  particularly 
those  that  resemble  actual  coins  but  which  were  never  intended  as 
exact  copies.  To  attain  these  ends,  those  who  persist  in  breaking 
these  rules  deserve  the  full  penalties.

MORE  ON  THE  RHODE  ISLAND  TOKENS  — by  Robert  J.  Lindesmith 

The  following  improtant  details,  which  should  have  followed  the  first 
paragraph  of  the  "Rhode  Island  Tokens"  article  which  began  on  page 
116  in  the  July-September  1964  issue  of  the  TAMS  Journal,  were  inad- 
vertently left  out: 

Lot  123  Button.  "Boston  Light  Dragoons."  Reverse.,  Robinson's,  Jones 
& Co.  --  Attleboro.  Shank  removed,  otherwise  pfct.  This  seems  to 
definitely  settle  the  location  of  this  firm  and  doubtless  their  suc- 
cessors ( hear eat of or e unpublished)  R.  & W.  Robinson.  The  first  1833- 
36.  the  latter,  1836-47.  See  Hart  Times  Tokens,  my  numbers  75,  76, 
103,  104,  105.  Richard  Robinson  made  buttons,  prior  to  either  of 
these  firms . 

The  above  reference  to  Attleboro,  Massachusetts,  would  seem  to  indi- 
cate that  Edgar  H.  Adams  was  in  error  in  listing  the  "Robinson's, 
Jones  & Co."  and  the  "R.  & W Robinson"  cards  in  the  New  York  City 
section  of  "United  States  Store  Cards,"  where  they  are  found  listed 
under  the  following  numbers: 
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Sutler  Token  Rarities  and  Valuations 


If  records  were  initially  kept  of  Sutler's  orders  for  their  tokens, 
they  have  long,  long  ago  been  destroyed.  It  can  be  reasonably  assum- 
ed however  that  all  such  orders  were  modest  and  that  the  total  issue 
of  tokens  for  any  Sutler  was  relatively  small.  The  amount  ordered  by 
any  sutler  would  have  been  that  amount  which  would  have  taken  care 
of  his  need  for  them.  Possibly  the  greatest  and  most  urgent  need  of 
tokens  was  their  use  as  a means  of  credit  and  not  all  soldiers  avail- 
ed themselves  of  this  use.  Therefore,  even  though  a Sutler  had  a con- 
cession for  the  benefit  of  a Company,  Regiment  or  other  military  unit 
his  need  of  tokens  or  scrip  did  not  apply  to  the  whole. 

While  army  units  such  as  Companies,  Regiments,  etc.,  are  made  up  of 
a certain  number  of  men,  this  did  not  necessarily  mean  that  these 
complements  were  filled  to  that  amount.  Rather  the  opposite,  during 
the  Civil  War,  few  Companies  or  Regiments  ever  reached  full  strength. 
For  example,  the  Army  structure  as  outlined  in  the  Army  Lineage  Book 
called  for  a regiment  to  be  composed  of  1046  men,  but  stated  further 
that  the  average  strength  of  a regiment  was  only  560  men. 

Sutler  tokens  or  scrip  were  in  reality  an  emergency  issue  and  limited 
Like  all  other  issues  of  the  past,  regardless  of  the  number  issued, 
time  does  take  its  toll  in  ever  so  many  ways,  to  dwindle  the  origi- 
nal amount  of  issue  continually  downward.

Tokens  and  Medals  of  Unusual  Interest  — No.  5 
By  Arlie  R.  Slabaugh 

A PEEP  SHOW  TOKEN 


The  predecessor  of  motion  pictures  was  the 
Kinetoscope,  one  of  the  many  inventions 
eminating  from  the  Thomas  A.  Edison  labora- 
tories. It  was  invented  in  1889,  and  was 
originally  a rather  simple  mechanism  where- 
by a small  motor  ran  a film  about  fifty  feet 
in  length  between  an  electric  light  and  a 
shutter.  The  spectator  viewed  the  flashing 
picture  through  a lens  or  peep  hole.

Little  was  done  with  the  Kinetoscope  until  others,  having  seen  it 
demonstrated,  became  enthusiastic  about  its  possibilities  as  a com- 
mercial venture.  Norman  C.  Raff,  a financier,  prevailed  upon  Edison 
for  the  sale  of  the  rights  to  the  machine,  and  the  Kinetoscope  Com- 
pany was  formed.  They  hoped  to  have  it  in  operation  at  the  Columbian 
World's  Fair  in  1893,  but  never  made  it.  The  first  studio  to  produce 
motion  pictures  was  completed  in  February,  1893  (called  the  "Black 
Maria"  because  it  was  a black  tar  paper  building).  The  first  film 
produced  in  it  was  of  Fred  Ott  sneezing.  Later  more  elaborate  and 
story  sequences  developed. 

Raff  waited  in  Chicago,  but  the  first  Kinetoscope  machines  and  films 
did  not  arrive  until  May,  189^-,  after  the  Columbian  Exposition  was 
over.  He  had  a peep  show  parlor  in  the  Masonic  Temple  Building, 
famous  early  Chicago  skyscraper.  To  view  the  films,  one  paid  25^ 
admission  and  then  went  from  one  machine  to  another  while  an  attend- 
ant operated  the  switches.  Later  a slot-attachment  was  added  to  the 
machines  so  that  a token  or  coin  was  placed  in  each  machine  that  a 
person  wanted  to  look  at.  An  that  is  where  the  token  illustrated 
here  comes  in. 
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Previous  to  the  shipment  of  Kinetoscopes  to  Chicago,  ten  machines 
had  been  shipped  to  Holland  Brothers  in  New  York,  and  they  opened 
the  first  Kinetoscope  Parlor  at  1155  Broadway.  Eventually  there 
were  hundreds  of  them  all  over  the  world.  Just  where  the  token  illus- 
trated was  used  I do  not  know  as  many  of  these  peep  show  parlors  had 
similar  names. 

It  would  appear,  though,  that  this  token  dates  from  the  1890's,  as 
in  1896  the  Edison  works  started  manufacturing  the  projector  per- 
fected by  Thomas  Armat  of  Washington,  D.C.,  which  was  called  the 
Vitascope.  This  machine  projected  the  pictures  on  a screen  and  meant 
the  end  of  Edison's  Kinetoscope  peep  shows  with  their  slot  attach- 
ments . 

The  token  is  obviously  one  that  was  used  in  "Mill's  Edisonia"  (a 
number  of  places  with  Edison's  machines  used  the  word  "Edisonia"  to 
take  advantage  of  the  inventor's  fame)  and  not  an  advertising  token 
as  it  is  completely  utilarian,  being  blank  on  the  reverse  and  not 
very  pretty  or  elaborate.  That  would  perhaps  have  been  remedied  and 
the  token  have  become  more  fanciful  if  the  Kinetoscope  had  lasted 
longer.  Actual  size  is  19mm. , brass,  plain  edge.  Drab  as  it  may  be 
the  token  is  important  for  two  reasons:  (l)  It's  significance  in 

the  amusement  world;  and  (2)  no  matter  how  dull  some  of  your  tokens 
may  appear  to  be,  if  you  can  but  ferret  it  out,  they  probably  have 
a story  behind  them.

The  addition  of  a number  of  new  specimens  to  the  "A  to  Eisner"  list- 
ing contained  in  the  first  installment  has  somewhat  "jammed"  our 
numbering  system,  and  we  have  been  forced  to  adopt  in  several  in- 
stances double-capital  prefix  letters  and  Roman  numeral  suffixes, 
but  we  trust  our  readers  may  still  find  this  addenda  useful  in  cat- 
aloguing their  collections. 

Once  again  we  are  indebted  to  many  individual  collectors  for  their 
assistance  in  bringing  this  supplemental  data  to  light.  New  contribu- 
tors, not  previously  given  a credit  line,  will  be  mentioned  in  the 
text .

1933  DETROIT 
GREY  IRON 
FOUNDRY 
MEDAL 


Another  very  interesting  medal  reminiscent  of  the  1930's,  the  days 
of  the  "New  Deal,"  has  recently  come  to  light.  This  medal,  97mm  in 
diameter  and  8mm  thick,  was  issued  by  the  Detroit  Grey  Iron  and 
Steel  Foundries  Company. 


According  to  Mr.  Charles  Erdman,  one  of  the  founders  and  continual 
Board  Member  of  the  Detroit  Grey  Iron  Foundry  Co.,  this  medal  was 
issued  in  1933,  as  a symbol  of  welcome  to  the  ideals  and  hopes  of 
the  "New  Deal,"  to  conquer  and  end  the  depression,  then  in  existance 
for  approximately  four  years. 


Mr.  Erdman  advises  that  the  5 Iron  Men  mentioned  on  the  medal,  re- 
ferred to  Hugh  Martin,  Howard  Colby,  Edward  Kreller,  Theodore  Hill, 
and  Herman  Kluender,  these  men  being  the  active  management  of  the 
Detroit  Grey  Iron  Foundry  Co.  at  that  time.  Also,  that  the  hand  of 
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four  aces  represented  a "New  Deal"  within  the  company  itself,  for  at 
that  time,  plans  were  initiated  and  adopted  to  improve  their  grey 
iron  product  by  increasing  its  tensile  strength,  with  the  addition 
of  nickel,  molybdenum  and  other  costly  alloy  metals. 

The  medal  itself  was  cast  with  the  last  of  the  iron,  which  had  been 
the  foundation  product  of  the  Company,  since  its  founding  in  1916. 

The  medal  in  size  and  appearance  reminds  one  of  the  so-called  "Bryan 
Dollars"  of  the  late  1890's  and  early  1900  era. 

To  prevent  oxidation  and  to  create  a more  pleasing  appearance,  some 
of  the  medals  were  coated  with  nickel  or  other  protective  materials 
before  being  presented  to  friends  and  customers  of  the  Company.  It 
is  estimated  that  approximately  200  of  these  medals  were  cast  and 
distributed . 

Our  thanks  are  extended  to  Messrs:  Charles  Erdman,  Dallas  Metcalf, 
and  Ernest  Mink  for  their  assistance  in  making  possible  for  poster- 
ity this  brief  history  of  the  Detroit  Grey  Iron  Foundry  Co.  medal.

^ASSEMBLAGE  MEDAL  0-? 


This  year,  for  the  first  time  since  1961,  when  the  annual  assemblage 
|of  TAMS  was  held  in  Atlanta,  Georgia,  in  conjunction  with  that  years 
A.N.A.  Convention,  our  organization  has  once  again  produced  an  offi- 
cial commemorative  medal. 

This  medal,  depicting  the  official  emblem  of  TAMS  on  the  obverse,  and 
carrying  appropriate  legends  on  the  reverse,  commemorates  the  fourth 
annual  assemblage  of  TAMS,  held  in  Cleveland,  Ohio,  this  past  August, 

Produced  in  the  large  1-9/16"  size,  diameter,  and  struck  in  oxidized 
bronze  and  sterling  silver,  the  medal  was  attractively  produced  and 
finished  by  Wendell-Northwestern  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota. 

Five  hundred  copies  have  been  struck  in  the  oxidized  bronze  finish, 
and  the  sterling  silver  specimens  are  being  struck  in  numbers  suffi- 
cent  to  fill  the  orders  of  TAMS  members  as  they  are  received.  As  of 
this  writing,  only  125  examples  have  been  struck,  and  the  final  total 
will  no  doubt  be  less  than  200. 

Orders  for  sterling  silver  specimens  of  this  medal  will  be  accepted 
only  through  December  31,  1964.  After  the  orders  received  up  to  that 
date  are  processed,  the  reverse  die  for  this  medal  will  be  appropri- 
ately cancelled,  and  no  further  examples  will  be  made  available.
